H& & e as Robert Earle of Warwick and ſome others of his Adherents have Traiterouſly poſſeſſed 
themſelves of diverſe Ships and other Veſſells, part of His Majeſties Reyall Navy, and of diverſe 
other Ships and Veſlells hired of others, either Natives or Strangers, and thoſe Ships and Veſlels 
jj chey have Rigged, Armed, Vicualled, and Manned, and ſerthemco Sea, or ſhortly intend to ſer to 

| Sea againſt His Majeſty Himſelfe, in aſſiſtance of Robert Earle of Eſſex and others his Adherents, 
f] who are now in open Rebellion againſt His Majeſty wichinthe Land , and o the one and the 0+ 
]] cher of chem both by Land and by Sea, have levyed Warre againſt His Majeſty, and thereby have 
committed High Treaſon, wichin the expreſle words and meaning of theStature of 25.E.z3., And 
the ſaid Robert Earle of Warwick and his Adherents,co compaſſe theirunlawfull ends therein, have ſeduced diverſe of 
His Majeſties SubjeRs to be Caprains, Lieutenants, Maiſters, Maſters Mates, Pilots, Boateſwaines, Gunners, Purſers, 
Carpenters and other Officers of Ships, and diverſe Mariners and others, anduſcd and employed them in and abour 
thole Ships and Veſſells as Commanders, Sea-men, Souldiers, Common-men or Artificers in the furniſhing,mannaging, 
ordering or Manning of choſe Ships and Veflells, and draw them into the like danger of the Law with chemſelves. Hts 
Majeſty pittying thole His Subjects, many of which (at and abour Stepney eſpecially ) have expreſſed cheir Loyalty to His 
Majeſty, and allotheir good and righraffetions torhe Orthodox Miniſters, and tothe maintaining of the ſervice of 
God,according to the Book of Common-Prayer eſtabliſhed by Law,and yer,eicher by force or fraud, ſome of them have 


been over-avved and (educed under falſepretences;and His Majeſty being willing by His Clemency to rectity their errors 
y || O_o P= 375 SRI and Licmnlaliic om corolla ol.

3 Majeſty doth alſo hereby Declare, 
Majeſty to carry any of thoſe ſhips

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Earleof Warwick only excepted ) who upon notice of this His Proclamation, ſliall to His uſe, and in His name, cauſe or 
aciſt the ſeiling of thoſe ſhips wherein they ſerve, or are employed, and carry them ro His Majeſties Port of Falmouth 
under the command of His Caſtle of Pendennis, there to beemployed for His ſervice, which by theſe preſents His Maje- 
ſty doth command to be performed, in which ſervice His Majeſty expeRteth that the Commanders of each ſhip ſhould 
uſe theirbeſt induſtry and authority: bur if they ſhall negle&ir or oppole ic, then His Majeſty requircth icfrom the reſt of 
the ſhips Company inevery of thole ſhips, and char one ſhip help and-alsift anotherin caſe of need. And His Majeſty 
doth hereby further ingage Himlelfe,that as ſoon as He ſhall have intelligence that any of the ſaid ſhips are intheſaid 
Port, that He ſhall rake caretharall the Arreerages ofthe entertainments and wages promiſed to them and every ofthem 
reſpectively inthe names of the Houlesof Parliament, and not payd, ſhall be well and cruly paid and ſatisfied \unto them 
andevery of them by His Majeſty, with all convenient ſpeed. Andif any others intheſaid ſhips, or any of them ſhall 
make any oppolition tothe execution of this His juſt command, His Majeſty doth further command by theſe preſents, 
that all ſuch oppolers beraken into hold, and be ſtraightly kept in Cuſtody, to be diſpoled of as His Majeſty ſhall hereaf+ 
cerappoynt. And fortheir better encouragement and further reward whoſhall obey His Majeſty herein, he doch hereby 
promiſe that the eſtates of all ſuch oppolers againſt Him and His Crowne, whereſoever they are, or ſhallbe foudd, ſhall 
be beſtowed on ſuch others of them in the (aid ſhips, who ſhall dutifully and faithfully obey His Majeſty as aforeſaid, 
And further that He will of His bounty reward them every one according tothe merit of his and their ſervice, His Mas 
jeſty doth further promiſe, that if any of che Perlons aforeſaid have been or ſhall be Plundered, Robbed, or Spoyled of 
cheir goods or Eſtates tor their Loyalty to Him (as He knoweth well that ſome of His Loyall and well-affeed Subjects 
the Sea-men in andabout o+epney already have been) that He ſhall cauſe a full ſatisfa@tion to be made unto them for their 
loſſes, when the ſame ſhall be made to appeare unto Him, out of the Eſtates of thoſe who have been aQors inthe Plun- 
dering and Robbing of them, or have boughtany of the goodsſo Plundered. And further He doth hereby promiſe that 
all the Officers and Perſons afore mentioned, who ſhall obey His Command, as afore{aid, ſhall have this further re- 
ward, that they ſhall have alctled employmenr inthe ſame ſhip for the preſent for his ſervice, in the ſame places they 
nov hold therein, and {uch entertainment and allowance as His Majeſty uſually doth give pay and allow in His own 
ſhips, and that he will employ choſe ſhips & Ship-Companies to Sea forthe future, for the apprehending of the ſhips and 
goods of the Rebells,& that His Majeſty will give Commilsion to Sir John Pennington tocommand as Admirall overthoſe 
{hips which ſhall be broughc into the laid Port of Falmewth,as aforeſaid,and to diſpole of thoſe ſhips for his ſervice to the 
purpole aforeſaid, and whatſoever ſhall be ſo taken fromthe Rebells, ſhall be divided into three parts, of which the Of- 
ficers and Mariners and other perſons aforeſaid, who ſhall ſerve and obey His Majeſty as aforeſaid, ſhall have the one 
third part of the true value thereof divided and ſhared unto & amongſt them, in ſuch proportions as amongſt Sea-men is 
uſed in like caſes forſhips of lawtfull prizes taken from Enemies at Sea. And whereas many of His Majeſties Subje&s 
who have formerly had Places and Offices in His Navy, have unfaithfully and Traiteroully (erved againſt Him, He doth 
hereby declare that againftall ſuch who ſhall notrakethe opportunity of this His Grace and Favour, and uſe the means 
for obtaining thereof, as aforelaid, He ſhall proceed ina Legall way to removethem out of His ſervice, as Perſonsnot to 
be ruſted by Him. And that Heſhall make choyce of thofe who ſhall now returne to their Obedience, and doe Him this 
acceptable ſervice to be employed in their roomes before any others, accordingrto their ſeverall qualities and deſ{ervings.
